BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:27

Section 1.  Section 2-15-1733, MCA, is amended to read:29

"2-15-1733.  Board of pharmacy. (1) There is a board of pharmacy.30
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(2)  The board consists of five six members appointed by the governor with the consent of the senate.1

Three members must be licensed pharmacists, one member must be a licensed REGISTERED pharmacy2

technician, and two members must be from the general public.3

(a)  Each licensed pharmacist member must have graduated and received the first professional4

undergraduate degree from the school of pharmacy of the university of Montana-Missoula or from an accredited5

pharmacy degree program that has been approved by the board. Each licensed pharmacist member must have6

at least 5 consecutive years of practical experience as a pharmacist immediately before appointment to the7

board. A licensed pharmacist member who, during the member's term of office, ceases to be actively engaged8

in the practice of pharmacy in this state must be automatically disqualified from membership on the board.9

(b)  A licensed REGISTERED pharmacy technician member must have at least 5 consecutive years of10

practical experience as a pharmacy technician immediately before appointment to the board. A licensed11

REGISTERED pharmacy technician member who, during the member's term of office, ceases to be actively12

engaged as a pharmacy technician in this state must be automatically disqualified from membership on the13

board.14

(b)(c)  Each public member of the board must be a resident of the state and may not be or ever have15

been:16

(i)  a member of the profession of pharmacy or the spouse of a member of the profession of pharmacy;17

(ii) a person having any material financial interest in the providing of pharmacy services; or18

(iii) a person who has engaged in any activity directly related to the practice of pharmacy.19

(3)  Members shall serve staggered 5-year terms. A member may not serve more than two consecutive20

full terms. For the purposes of this section, an appointment to fill an unexpired term does not constitute a full21

term.22

(4)  A member must be removed from office by the governor:23

(a)  upon proof of malfeasance or misfeasance in office, after reasonable notice of charges against the24

member and after a hearing; or25

(b)  upon refusal or inability to perform the duties of a board member in an efficient, responsible, and26

professional manner.27

(5)  The board is allocated to the department for administrative purposes only as prescribed in 2-15-121."28

Section 2.  Section 2-15-1734, MCA, is amended to read:30
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"2-15-1734.  Board of nursing. (1) There is a board of nursing.1

(2)  The board consists of nine 11 members appointed by the governor with the consent of the senate.2

The members are:3

(a)  four six registered professional nurses; at. At least one such member shall must have had at least4

5 years in administrative, teaching, or supervisory experience in one or more schools of nursing and at least one5

such member must be currently engaged in the administration, supervision, or provision of direct client care.6

Each member shall must:7

(i)  be a graduate of an approved school of nursing;8

(ii) be a licensed registered professional nurse in this state;9

(iii) have had at least 5 years' experience in nursing following graduation; and10

(iv) be currently engaged in the practice of professional nursing and have practiced for at least 5 years.11

(b)  three practical nurses. Each shall must:12

(i)  be a graduate of a school of practical nursing;13

(ii) be a licensed practical nurse in this state;14

(iii) have had at least 5 years' experience as a practical nurse; and15

(iv) be currently engaged in the practice of practical nursing and have practiced for at least 5 years.16

(c)  two public members who are not medical practitioners, involved in the practice of nursing or17

employment of nursing, or administrators of Montana health care facilities.18

(3)  All members shall must have been residents of this state for at least 1 year before appointment and19

be citizens of the United States.20

(4)  All members shall serve staggered 4-year terms, and a member may not be appointed for more than21

two consecutive terms. The governor may remove a member from the board for neglect of a duty required by22

law or for incompetency or unprofessional or dishonorable conduct.23

(5)  The board is allocated to the department for administrative purposes only as prescribed in 2-15-121."24

25

Section 2.  Section 15-6-217, MCA, is amended to read:26

"15-6-217.  Exemption for vehicle of certain health care professionals. A motor vehicle that is27

brought, driven, or coming into this state is exempt from the registration fees imposed in 15-24-301 if the motor28

vehicle is registered in another state or country by a nonresident person who is a licensed health care29

professional, as provided in Title 37, chapter 3, 5, 8, 11, 14, 20, 21, 25, 28, or 34, and who is employed in30
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Montana by a rural health care facility that is located in an area that has been:1

(1)  designated by the secretary of the federal department of health and human services as a health2

professional shortage area, as provided in 42 U.S.C. 254(e); or3

(2)  determined to have a critical shortage of nurses, as provided in 42 U.S.C. 297n(a)(3)."4

Section 3.  Section 37-3-102, MCA, is amended to read:6

"37-3-102.  Definitions. Unless the context requires otherwise, in this chapter, the following definitions7

apply:8

(1)  "Approved internship" means an internship training program of at least 1 year in a hospital that is9

either approved for intern training by the American osteopathic association or conforms to the minimum10

standards for intern training established by the council on medical education of the American medical association11

or successors. However, the board may, upon investigation, approve any other internship.12

(2)  "Approved medical school" means a school that either is accredited by the American osteopathic13

association or conforms to the minimum education standards established by the council on medical education14

of the American medical association or successors for medical schools or is equivalent in the sound discretion15

of the board. The board may, on investigation of the education standards and facilities, approve any medical16

school, including foreign medical schools.17

(3)  "Approved residency" means a residency training program in a hospital conforming to the minimum18

standards for residency training established by the council on medical education of the American medical19

association or successors or approved for residency training by the American osteopathic association. However,20

the board may upon investigation approve any other residency.21

(4)  "Board" means the Montana state board of medical examiners provided for in 2-15-1731.22

(5)  "Department" means the department of labor and industry provided for in Title 2, chapter 15, part23

17.24

(6)  "Physician" means a person who holds a degree as a doctor of medicine or doctor of osteopathy25

and who has a valid license to practice medicine or osteopathic medicine in this state.26

(6)(7)  "Practice of medicine" means the diagnosis, treatment, or correction of or the attempt to or the27

holding of oneself out as being able to diagnose, treat, or correct human conditions, ailments, diseases, injuries,28

or infirmities, whether physical or mental, by any means, methods, devices, or instrumentalities. If a person who29

does not possess a license to practice medicine in this state under this chapter and who is not exempt from the30

licensing requirements of this chapter performs acts constituting the practice of medicine, the person is practicing1

medicine in violation of this chapter."2

Section 4.  Section 37-3-103, MCA, is amended to read:4

"37-3-103.  Exemptions from licensing requirements. (1) This chapter does not prohibit or require5

a license with respect to any of the following acts:6

(a)  the gratuitous rendering of services in cases of emergency or catastrophe;7

(b)  the rendering of services in this state by a physician lawfully practicing medicine in another state or8

territory. However, if the physician does not limit the services to an occasional case or if the physician has any9

established or regularly used hospital connections in this state or maintains or is provided with, for the10

physician's regular use, an office or other place for rendering the services, the physician must possess a license11

to practice medicine in this state.12

(c)  the practice of dentistry under the conditions and limitations defined by the laws of this state;13

(d)  the practice of podiatry under the conditions and limitations defined by the laws of this state;14

(e)  the practice of optometry under the conditions and limitations defined by the laws of this state;15

(f)  the practice of osteopathy under the conditions and limitations defined in chapter 5 of this title for16

those doctors of osteopathy who do not receive a physician's certificate under this chapter;17

(g)(f)  the practice of chiropractic under the conditions and limitations defined by the laws of this state;18

(h)(g)  the practice of Christian Science, with or without compensation, and ritual circumcisions by rabbis;19

(i)(h)  the performance by commissioned medical officers of the United States public health service or20

of the United States department of veterans affairs of their lawful duties in this state as officers;21

(j)(i)  the rendering of nursing services by registered or other nurses in the lawful discharge of their duties22

as nurses or of midwife services by registered nurse-midwives under the supervision of a licensed physician;23

(k)(j)  the rendering of services by interns or resident physicians in a hospital or clinic in which they are24

training, subject to the conditions and limitations of this chapter. The board may require a resident physician to25

be licensed if the physician otherwise engages in the practice of medicine in the state of Montana.26

(l)(k)  the rendering of services by a physical therapist, technician, or other paramedical specialist under27

the appropriate amount and type of supervision of a person licensed under the laws of this state to practice28

medicine, but this exemption does not extend the scope of a paramedical specialist;29

(m)(l)  the rendering of services by a physician assistant-certified in accordance with Title 37, chapter30
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20;1

(n)(m)  the practice by persons licensed under the laws of this state to practice a limited field of the2

healing arts, and not specifically designated, under the conditions and limitations defined by law;3

(o)(n)  the execution of a death sentence pursuant to 46-19-103;4

(p)(o)  the practice of direct-entry midwifery. For the purpose of this section, the practice of direct-entry5

midwifery means the advising, attending, or assisting of a woman during pregnancy, labor, natural childbirth,6

or the postpartum period. Except as authorized in 37-27-302, a direct-entry midwife may not dispense or7

administer a prescription drug, as those terms are defined in 37-7-101.8

(q)(p)  the use of an automated external defibrillator pursuant to Title 50, chapter 6, part 5.9

(2)  Licensees referred to in subsection (1) who are licensed to practice a limited field of healing arts10

shall confine themselves to the field for which they are licensed or registered and to the scope of their respective11

licenses and, with the exception of those licensees who hold a medical degree, may not use the title "M.D.",12

"D.O.", or any word or abbreviation to indicate or to induce others to believe that they are engaged in the13

diagnosis or treatment of persons afflicted with disease, injury, or defect of body or mind except to the extent14

and under the conditions expressly provided by the law under which they are licensed."15

Section 5.  Section 37-3-203, MCA, is amended to read:17

"37-3-203.  Powers and duties. The board may:18

(1)  adopt rules necessary or proper to carry out parts 1 through 3 of this chapter. The rules must be fair,19

impartial, and nondiscriminatory.20

(2)  hold hearings and take evidence in matters relating to the exercise and performance of the powers21

and duties vested in the board;22

(3)  aid the county attorneys of this state in the enforcement of parts 1 through 3 of this chapter and the23

prosecution of persons, firms, associations, or corporations charged with violations of parts 1 through 3 of this24

chapter;25

(4)  establish a program to assist and rehabilitate licensed physicians licensees subject to the jurisdiction26

of the board who are found to be physically or mentally impaired by habitual intemperance or the excessive use27

of addictive drugs, alcohol, or any other drug or substance or by mental or chronic physical illness;28

(5)  select an executive secretary to be hired by the department to:29

(a)  provide services to the board in connection with the board's duties under this chapter;30
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(b)  assist in prosecution and matters of license discipline under this chapter; and1

(c)  administer the board's affairs; and2

(6)  fund additional staff, hired by the department, to administer the provisions of this chapter, by3

increasing license fees as necessary."4

Section 6.  Section 37-3-303, MCA, is amended to read:6

"37-3-303.  Practice authorized by physician's certificate. The A physician's certificate authorizes7

the holder to perform one or more of the acts embraced in 37-3-102(6)(7) in a manner reasonably consistent8

with his the holder's training, skill, and experience."9

10

Section 7.  Section 37-3-304, MCA, is amended to read:11

"37-3-304.  Practice authorized by temporary certificate. (1) The A temporary certificate, which may12

be issued to any citizen or to an alien otherwise qualified for a physician's certificate and which may be issued13

for a period not to exceed 1 year, subject to renewal for additional periods of 1 year but not to exceed five such14

renewals, at the discretion of the board, authorizes the holder to perform one or more of the acts embraced in15

37-3-102(6)(7) in a manner reasonably consistent with his the holder's training, skill, and experience, subject,16

nevertheless, to all specifications, conditions, and limitations imposed by the board.17

(2)  A temporary certificate may not be issued for a period that exceeds 1 year. However, the certificate18

may be renewed, at the board's discretion, for additional 1-year periods but may not be renewed more than five19

times."20

21

Section 8.  Section 37-3-307, MCA, is amended to read:22

"37-3-307.  Qualifications for licensure -- temporary certificate. (1) The board may authorize the23

department to issue to an applicant a temporary certificate to practice medicine on the basis of:24

(a)  passing an examination given and graded by the department, subject to 37-1-101;25

(b)  certification of record or other certificate of examination issued to or for the applicant by the national26

board of medical examiners or successors, by the federation licensing examination committee or successors,27

by the national board of osteopathic medical examiners or successors, or by the medical council of Canada or28

successors if the applicant is a graduate of a Canadian medical school which has been approved by the medical29

council of Canada or successors, certifying that the applicant has passed an examination given by the board;30
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or1

(c)  a valid, unsuspended, and unrevoked license or certificate issued to the applicant on the basis of2

an examination by an examining board under the laws of another state or territory of the United States or of the3

District of Columbia or of a foreign country whose licensing standards at the time the license or certificate was4

issued were essentially equivalent, in the judgment of the board, to those of this state at the time for granting5

a license to practice medicine; and6

(d)  being a graduate of an approved medical school who has completed 1 year of internship or its7

equivalent and being of good moral character and good conduct.8

(2)  The board may require that graduates of foreign medical schools pass the examination given by the9

education council for foreign medical graduates or successors.10

(3)  A temporary license certificate may be issued to a physician employed by a public institution who11

is practicing under the direction of a licensed physician. The board may authorize the department to issue a12

temporary license certificate subject to terms of probation or other conditions or limitations set by the board or13

may refuse a temporary license certificate to a person if he who has committed unprofessional conduct. The14

issuance of a temporary certificate imposes no does not impose any future obligation or duty on the part of the15

board to grant full licensure or to renew or extend the temporary license certificate. The board may, in the case16

of an applicant for a temporary certificate, require a written, oral, or practical examination of the applicant."17

Section 9.  Section 37-3-313, MCA, is amended to read:19

"37-3-313.  Registration Renewal fees -- failure to pay -- limiting authority to impose registration20

renewal fees. (1) In addition to the license fees required of applicants, a licensed physician actively practicing21

medicine in this state shall pay to the department a registration renewal fee as prescribed by the board.22

(2)  The payments for registration renewal must be made prior to the expiration date of the registration23

license, as set forth in a department rule, and a receipt acknowledging payment of the registration fee must be24

issued by the department. The department shall mail registration renewal notices at least 60 days before the25

registration renewal is due.26

(3)  In case of default in the payment of the registration renewal fee by a person licensed to practice27

medicine who is actively practicing medicine in this state, the underlying certificate license to practice medicine28

may be revoked considered lapsed by the board on 30 days' notice given to the delinquent of the time and place29

of considering the revocation. A registered or certified letter addressed to the last-known address of the person30
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failing to comply with the requirements of registration, as the address appears on the records of the department,1

constitutes sufficient notice of intention to revoke the underlying certificate. A certificate may not be revoked for2

nonpayment if the person authorized to practice medicine, and notified, pays the registration fee before or at the3

time fixed for consideration of revocation, together with a delinquency penalty prescribed by the board. The4

department may collect the dues by an action at law.5

(4)  A registration or license or renewal fee may not be imposed on a licensee under this chapter by a6

municipality or any other subdivision of the state."7

Section 10.  Section 37-3-315, MCA, is amended to read:9

"37-3-315.  Qualifications for licensure -- restricted certificate -- suspension -- practice authorized.10

(1) A person may not be granted a restricted license to practice medicine in this state unless the person:11

(a)  is of good moral character, as determined by the board;12

(b)  is a graduate of an approved medical school or college of osteopathic medicine;13

(c)  is licensed and engaged in the active practice of medicine or osteopathic medicine in another state14

or foreign country, whose licensing standards are acceptable to the board;15

(d)  has never been subject to license discipline in any form;16

(e)  demonstrates evidence of research and publication:17

(i)  in a peer-reviewed medical journal in the English language;18

(ii) in the 2 years preceding receipt of the application; and19

(iii) that demonstrate the applicant's competency in the field of medicine in which the restricted license20

is requested;21

(f)  has been accepted for privileges in a hospital pending licensure by the board;22

(g)  has demonstrated to the satisfaction of the board the applicant's knowledge, skills, and abilities by23

providing evidence of at least one of the following criteria:24

(i)  at least 3 years' postgraduate clinical training in a formal education program;25

(ii) board certification in a specialty recognized or certified by the American board of medical specialties;26

or27

(iii) board certification in a specialty recognized or certified by the American osteopathic association; or28

(iii)(iv) passing, in the 75th percentile or higher, a board-approved state or national examination in29

medicine, such as the United States medical licensing examination, the comprehensive osteopathic medical30
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licensing examination, the special purpose examination, the comprehensive osteopathic medical1

variable-purpose examination, an examination given by the educational commission for foreign medical2

graduates, or the licensing examination of another state or territory of the United States or Canada;3

(h)  has submitted a completed application file, which has been reviewed by the board, and has made4

a personal appearance before the board; and5

(i)  is able to communicate, in the opinion of the board, in the English language. Passing an examination6

given by the educational commission for foreign medical graduates or the test of English as a foreign language7

constitutes prima facie evidence of ability to communicate in the English language.8

(2)  The restricted license is suspended and subject to revocation after a hearing pursuant to the9

Montana Administrative Procedure Act upon one of the following:10

(a)  restriction, termination, or other cessation of the licensee's hospital privileges; or11

(b)  proof of one of the conditions or offenses identified in 37-3-323.12

(3)  The holder of a restricted license is limited to the practice of medicine specifically approved by the13

board after consideration of the applicant's training, skill, and experience. All restrictions, specifications,14

conditions, and limitations imposed by the board must be stated on the restricted certificate."15

Section 11.  Section 37-3-345, MCA, is amended to read:17

"37-3-345.  Qualifications for telemedicine certificate -- basis for denial. The board may not grant18

a telemedicine certificate to a physician unless the physician has established under oath that the physician:19

(1)  has a full, active, unrestricted certificate or license to practice medicine or osteopathic medicine in20

another state or territory of the United States or the District of Columbia;21

(2)  is board-certified or meets the current requirements to take the examination to become22

board-certified in a medical specialty pursuant to the standards of, and approved by, the American board of23

medical specialties or the American osteopathic association bureau of osteopathic specialists;24

(3)  has no history of disciplinary action or limitation of any kind imposed by a state or federal agency25

in a jurisdiction where the physician is or has ever been licensed to practice medicine;26

(4)  is not the subject of a pending investigation by a state medical board or another state or federal27

agency;28

(5)  has no history of conviction of a crime related to the physician's practice of medicine;29

(6)  has submitted proof of current malpractice or professional negligence insurance coverage in the30
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amount to be set by the rules of the board;1

(7)  has not paid, or had paid on the physician's behalf, on more than three claims of professional2

malpractice or negligence within the 5 years preceding the physician's application for a telemedicine certificate;3

(8)  has identified an agent for service of process in Montana who is registered with the secretary of state4

and the board and who may be a physician certified to practice medicine in this state;5

(9)  has paid an application fee in an amount set by the rules of the board; and6

(10) has submitted as a part of the application form a sworn statement attesting that the physician has7

read, understands, and agrees to abide by Title 37, chapters 1 and 3, and the administrative rules governing the8

practice of medicine in Montana."9

10

Section 12.  Section 37-4-301, MCA, is amended to read:11

"37-4-301.  Examination -- qualifications -- fees -- certification. (1) Applicants for licensure shall take12

and pass an examination in order to be licensed. The examination shall must consist of a written part and a13

practical or clinical part. It may also include, at the board's discretion, an oral interview with the board, which may14

include questions pertaining to the practice of dentistry. The board may accept, in satisfaction of the written part,15

successful completion of an examination by the national board of dental examiners and, whenever the board16

determines necessary, successful completion of a board examination in jurisprudence to be administered at17

times and places approved by the board. The board may accept, in satisfaction of the practical part, successful18

completion of an examination by a board-designated regional testing service.19

(2)  Acceptance by the board of such a written and practical examination shall must be conditioned on20

evidence that the examination is sufficiently thorough to test the fitness of the applicant to practice dentistry. It21

shall The examination must include, written in the English language, questions on anatomy, histology,22

physiology, chemistry, pharmacology and therapeutics, metallurgy, pathology, bacteriology, anesthesia,23

operative and surgical dentistry, prosthetic dentistry, prophylaxis, orthodontics, periodontics and endodontics,24

and any additional subjects pertaining to dental service.25

(3)  The board has the right to administer its own examination in lieu of acceptance of the national board26

written examination and a regional testing service practical examination. The board is authorized to make rules27

governing any such examination procedures.28

(4)  Applicants for licensure shall submit an application, which shall must include, when required:29

(a)  certification of successful completion of the national board written examination;30
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(b)  certification of successful completion of a regional board practical examination;1

(c)  three affidavits of good moral character;2

(d)  certificate of graduation from a board-approved dental school;3

(e)  an examination fee commensurate with costs and set by the board;4

(f)  a licensure an application fee commensurate with costs and set by the board;5

(g)  a recent photograph of the applicant; and6

(h)  copies of all other state licenses that are held by the applicant.7

(5)  Applications must be submitted no less than 20 days prior to the board interview and jurisprudence8

examination.9

(6)(5)  Applicants may not take the jurisprudence examination or the oral interview without first having10

completed and passed all other parts of the examination.11

(7)(6)  Examination results will be accepted for a period of time as set by board rule. An applicant failing12

to pass his the first examination, if otherwise qualified, may take a subsequent examination upon payment of13

a fee commensurate with costs and set by the board.14

(8)(7)  The board is authorized to adopt necessary and reasonable rules governing application15

procedures."16

Section 13.  Section 37-4-311, MCA, is amended to read:18

"37-4-311.  Rehabilitation. The board shall establish a protocol for the referral to a board-approved19

rehabilitation program for licensed dentists licensees subject to the jurisdiction of the board who are found to20

(a)  a surviving spouse living with or legally entitled to be supported by the deceased at the time of injury;28

(b)  an unmarried child under 18 years of age;29

(c)  an unmarried child under 22 years of age who is a full-time student in an accredited school or is30
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enrolled in an accredited apprenticeship program;1

(d)  an invalid child over 18 years of age who is dependent, as defined in 26 U.S.C. 152, upon the2

(20) "Order" means any decision, rule, direction, requirement, or standard of the department or any other7

determination arrived at or decision made by the department.8

(21) "Palliative care" means treatment designed to reduce or ease symptoms without curing the9

underlying cause of the symptoms.10

(22) "Payroll", "annual payroll", or "annual payroll for the preceding year" means the average annual11

payroll of the employer for the preceding calendar year or, if the employer has not operated a sufficient or any12

length of time during the calendar year, 12 times the average monthly payroll for the current year.

(28) "Reasonably safe place to work" means that the place of employment has been made as free from6

danger to the life or safety of the employee as the nature of the employment will reasonably permit.7

(29) "Reasonably safe tools and appliances" are tools and appliances that are adapted to and that are8

reasonably safe for use for the particular purpose for which they are furnished.9

(30) (a) "Secondary medical services" means those medical services or appliances that are considered10

not medically necessary for medical stability. The services and appliances include but are not limited to spas11

or hot tubs, work hardening, physical restoration programs and other restoration programs designed to address12

disability and not impairment, or equipment offered by individuals, clinics, groups, hospitals, or rehabilitation13

facilities.14

(b)  (i) As used in this subsection (30), "disability" means a condition in which a worker's ability to engage15

in gainful employment is diminished as a result of physical restrictions resulting from an injury. The restrictions16

may be combined with factors, such as the worker's age, education, work history, and other factors that affect17

the worker's ability to engage in gainful employment.18

(ii) Disability does not mean a purely medical condition.19

(31) "Sole proprietor" means the person who has the exclusive legal right or title to or ownership of a20

business enterprise.21

(32) "Temporary partial disability" means a physical condition resulting from an injury, as defined in22

39-71-119, in which a worker, prior to maximum healing:23

(a)  is temporarily unable to return to the position held at the time of injury because of a medically24

determined physical restriction;25

(b)  returns to work in a modified or alternative employment; and26

(c)  suffers a partial wage loss.27

(33) "Temporary service contractor" means a person, firm, association, partnership, limited liability28

company, or corporation conducting business that hires its own employees and assigns them to clients to fill a29

work assignment with a finite ending date to support or supplement the client's workforce in situations resulting30
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from employee absences, skill shortages, seasonal workloads, and special assignments and projects.1

(34) "Temporary total disability" means a physical condition resulting from an injury, as defined in this2

chapter, that results in total loss of wages and exists until the injured worker reaches maximum medical healing.3

(35) "Temporary worker" means a worker whose services are furnished to another on a part-time or4

temporary basis to fill a work assignment with a finite ending date to support or supplement a workforce in5

situations resulting from employee absences, skill shortages, seasonal workloads, and special assignments and6

projects.7

(36) "Treating physician" means a person who is primarily responsible for the treatment of a worker's8

compensable injury and is:9

(a)  a physician licensed by the state of Montana under Title 37, chapter 3, and has admitting privileges10

to practice in one or more hospitals, if any, in the area where the physician is located;11

(b)  a chiropractor licensed by the state of Montana under Title 37, chapter 12;12

(c)  a physician assistant-certified licensed by the state of Montana under Title 37, chapter 20, if there13

is not a treating physician, as provided for in subsection (36)(a), in the area where the physician14

assistant-certified is located;15

(d)  an osteopath licensed by the state of Montana under Title 37, chapter 5 3;16

(e)  a dentist licensed by the state of Montana under Title 37, chapter 4;17

(f)  for a claimant residing out of state or upon approval of the insurer, a treating physician defined in18

subsections (36)(a) through (36)(e) who is licensed or certified in another state; or19

(g)  an advanced practice registered nurse licensed by the state of Montana under Title 37, chapter 8,20

recognized by the board of nursing as a nurse practitioner or a clinical nurse specialist, and practicing in21

consultation with a physician licensed under Title 37, chapter 3, if there is not a treating physician, as provided22

for in subsection (36)(a), in the area in which the advanced practice registered nurse is located.23

(37) "Work-based learning activities" means job training and work experience conducted on the24

premises of a business partner as a component of school-based learning activities authorized by an elementary,25

secondary, or postsecondary educational institution.26

(38) "Year", unless otherwise specified, means calendar year."27

Section 31.  Section 50-5-105, MCA, is amended to read:29

"50-5-105.  Discrimination prohibited. (1) All phases of the operation of a health care facility must be30
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without discrimination against anyone on the basis of race, creed, religion, color, national origin, sex, age, marital1

status, physical or mental disability, or political ideas.2

(2)  (a) A health care facility may not refuse to admit a person to the facility solely because the person3

has an HIV-related condition.4

(b)  For the purposes of this subsection (2), the following definitions apply:5

(i)  "HIV" means the human immunodeficiency virus identified as the causative agent of acquired6

immunodeficiency syndrome (AIDS) and includes all HIV and HIV-related viruses that damage the cellular7

branch of the human immune or neurological system and leave the infected person immunodeficient or8

neurologically impaired.9

(ii) "HIV-related condition" means any medical condition resulting from an HIV infection, including but10

not limited to seropositivity for HIV.11

(3)  A person who operates a facility may not discriminate among the patients of licensed physicians.12

The free and confidential professional relationship between a licensed physician and patient must continue and13

remain unaffected.14

(4)  Except for a hospital that employs its medical staff, a hospital considering an application for staff15

membership or granting privileges within the scope of the applicant's license may not deny the application or16

privileges because the applicant is licensed under Title 37, chapter 5 or 6.17

(5)  This section does not preclude a hospital from limiting membership or privileges based on education,18

training, or other relevant criteria."19

"Section 20.  Section 37-13-306, MCA, is amended to read:26

"37-13-306.  Renewal -- fee -- military exemption. (1) The Except as provided in [section 2 of House27

Bill No. 285], the license to practice acupuncture must be renewed on a date set by the department, without28

examination and upon request of the licensee. The request for renewal must be on forms a form prescribed by29

the board and accompanied by a renewal fee prescribed by the board. The request and fee must be in the hands30
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of the secretary of the board received at the board's office not later than the expiration date of the license.1

(2)  Immediately following the renewal date, the secretary shall notify all licensees from whom requests2

for renewal, accompanied by the renewal fee, have not been received that their licenses have expired and that3

they will be canceled and revoked upon the records of the board unless a request for renewal and reinstatement,4

accompanied by the renewal fee and an additional fee prescribed by the board, is in the hands of the secretary5

within 30 days of the renewal date.6

(3)  If the licensee fails to renew within 30 days following the renewal date, the secretary of the board7

shall cancel and revoke upon the board's records all licenses that have not been renewed or reinstated as8

provided by this chapter and shall notify the licensees whose licenses are revoked of the action.9

(4)  A licensee who allows the license to lapse by failing to renew or reinstate the license as provided10

in this section may subsequently reinstate the license upon good cause shown to the satisfaction of the board11

and upon payment of all renewal fees then accrued plus an additional fee prescribed by the board for each12

renewal period following the cancelling of the license.13

(5)  A person actively engaged in the military service of the United States and licensed to practice14

acupuncture as provided in this part is not required to pay the renewal fee or make application for renewal until15

the renewal date of the calendar period in which the person returns from military service to civilian or inactive16

status.""17

severable from the invalid part remain in effect. If a part of [this act] is invalid in one or more of its applications,20

the part remains in effect in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid applications.21
